Tennessee and 450 in Louisiana. This 
region contained in 1890, so fa r as can 
be determined in view of the some­ 
w h a t indefinite b o u n d ary lines of the 
flood, a population of 379,685, of which 
186,4S9, o r about one-half, w as in M is­ 
sissippi, 100,235 in A rk an sas, and the 
rem ainder alm ost equally divided be­ 
tween Missouri an d Tennessee. T aking 
the entire region the colored population 
outnumbered th e w hites in th e p ro ­ 
portion of 12 to 7, th e colored predom ­ 
inating in the flooded districts of Mis- 
sisippi in the ratio of m ore th a n 5 to 1, 
and in A rkansas in th a t of 2 to 1. In 
Missouri and Tennessee the popula­ 
tion of the flooded districts is largely 
white, in the form er sta te in th e pro ­ 
portion of 10 to 1, and in the la tte r in 
th a t of 2 to 1. 


The flooded districts contain, it is e s ­ 
tim ated, about 39,500 farm s, of w hich 
about 18,500 are in Mississippi, nearly 
10,000 in A rkansas, and a like n u m b er 
aboutu equaUy divided between M is­ 
souri and Tennessee. 
These fa rm s con­ 
tain a total aoreage of a b o u t 3,800,000 
acres, one-half of which is in M issis­ 
sippi and one-fourth in A rk an sas, the 
proportions in Missouri an d Tennessee 
being about the same, a s in the case 
of the num ber of farm s. The total 
value of these farm s, w ith th e ir im ­ 
provements, fa rm im plements, etc., is 
close upon $65,000,000, and here also the 
proportions in the different sta te s are 
about the sam e as above noted. 


The total n um ber of acres im proved 
a t the taking of the last census w as 
about 2,000,000, and about 1,500,000 acres 
were last y ea r devoted to ootton and 
corn, to which crops n early 95 per cent 
of the entire acreage cultivated is de­ 
voted. 
The live stock on h an d Ja n . 1 of 
the present y ear w as valued at over 
$7,500,000, divided in very m uch the 
sam e proportions as other farm prop­ 
erty. It is estim ated th a t of the crops 
of last year over $3,750,000 w o rth re­ 
mained on h an d in the subm erged re­ 
gion on the last of the m onth, cotton 
representing ab o u t tw o-thirds of this 
am ount and corn practically all the 
remainder. 


The largest interests a t stake so f a r are 
those of the state of Mississippi, whose 
Hooded districts represent an invested 
capital in agriculture alone of close 
upon $42,000,000. 
Over 18,000 farm s, con­ 
taining 2,000,000 acres of land of an 
average value of about $18 an acre, are 
uncier w ater in the cou n try lying be­ 
tween the Mississippi and Yazoo rivers, 
including some of the m ost productive 
lands of the state. Their live stock, 
even a t the 
present 
low 
prices, is 
w orth nearly $3,500,000, and the fa rm ­ 
ers and planters are estim ated to have 
about §2,000,000 w orth of th e crops of 
last year still on hand. 


A rkansas stands next in the extent 
of its imperiled interests, n ea rly 10,000 
farms, containing 1,500,000 acres of land 
w orth over $14,000,000, being subm erged. 
These farm s contain live stock to the 
value of over $1,500,000, and crops u n ­ 
sold and unconsum ed to th e value of 
nearly $900,000, the entire agricultural 
interests of these lands representing a 
value not fa r short of $17,000,000. 


The agricultural interests affected in 
Missouri represent a total capital of 
ra th e r over $9,000,000, the 5,3000 su b ­ 
merged farm s containing an acreage of 
about 470,000 acres, w o rth about $7,250,- j 
000, the live stock representing nearly 
$3,500,u00 more, and the croi^s on hand 
another $000,000. 
Tennessee is not far 
behind Missouri in th e ex ten t of its im ­ 
periled intei'ests.

H o H a d Suffered F ro m R h e u m a tism of 
th e H e a r t F o r Y ears.

D aniel Woolsey Voorhees, of Indiana, 
who h as been in failing health for more 
th a n two years, died on Saturday a t 
his hom e in this city.

F o r a t leait two years 
past he has taken little p art in the

Mr. Voorhees w as b o rn ’ in Ohio in 
1827, b u t w ent to In d ian a at an early 
age.

te rw ard he w as elected to the Thirty- 
seventh congress, being re-elected four 
times. 
He entered the national senate 
in 1877, and w as twice re-elected.

W. B. Whittemore while in Altnra?, 


Oregon, recently discovered some re- 
markable hieroglyphics about fifteen 
miles northeast from the north end of 
Warner Valley on the edge of what ia 
known as the "desert" in Lake Coun- 
ty.

1 ‘it would be well for every State to 
set its convicts to work in making 
good roads. 
This would remove their 
competition with other labor and oth­ 
er manufacturers, and, of even more 
importance, it would result in per­ 
manent improvement of the roads. 
No class of people are so much inter­ 
ested in this result as are the farmers. 
To them it means money saved, money 
earned and added comfort to their 
families with all the civilizing influ­ 
ences which come from ease in meet­ 
ing together socially at all periods, 
all seasons and mail kinds of weather; 
ease and comfort in reaching the school 
house and the church. 
In fact, the 
blessings of good roads are simply the 
blessings of a higher civilization.” 


At the dinner of the Whitefriars’ 
Club, London, which includes the 
best-known authors and 
newspaper 
writers, United States Consul Genra 
Collins was the guest of honor, and 
over one hundred persons were pres­ 
ent, including Messrs. Henty, Farjeon, 
Christie 
Murray, Poultney Bigelow 
and Mr. Lowe, editor 
of the St.

the Consul General mado a epeeoh of 
refreshing candor, in which ho good- 
naturedly criticised tho English and 
praised America.

the elbow of Massachusetts’s elbow, to 
the crook of her bent hand, would be 
piled high with tho ribs and planking 
oi shattered vessels.

cipher. 
He says that the execution of 
the pictures was very good, and he is 
satisfied that it could not have been 
the

of 
ordinary Indians. 
Throughout the entire distance the 
characters and pictures are in rows. 


The Indians of tho vicinity have no 
knowledge of the meaning of tho hiero­ 
glyphics or of the people who ages ago 
chiselled them on tho surface of the 
rocks. 
From the description given, 
the picture writing bears a clcse r e ­ 
semblance to that found in Mexico and 
Central America. 
If this supposition 
is true, a careful study might reveal 
to the archaaologist some insight into 
tho origin or wanderings of a dead 
and forgotten civilization.—San Fran­ 
cisco Call.

York correspondent. It was probably 
nearer the former than the latter fig- 
ure, but even if it was the minimum 
amount, it would be sufficient to tear 
some pretty big holes in the Spanish 
ranks, if properly applied. 


The concern that secured this order 


has made lots of dynamite for the 
Cubans in the past twenty months; it 
also supplies the needs of Uncle Sam 
whenever he is in want of anything in 
this line. For a long time it was kept 
busy turning out 20,000 pounds of the 
stuff a day for the contractors at work 
on the Chicago canal. In a year it 
turns out enough of the explosives to 
almost blow the earth into smither- 
eens. 


It would seem that a concern which 


does all this would be an imposing 
affair, with a factory, or series of fac- 
tories, with numberless acres of floor 
space. But it is just the reverse, and 
a stranger could stand in the very cen- 
tre of the dynamite factory and not 
recognize it as such. 


Dynamite is a peculiar commodity, 


one building and an explosion to occur 
in any one department, the ehock 
would cause instantaneous upheavals 
throughout the building, killing or 
maiming every one in the place. 


FILLING CABTKIDGES.

It was necessary to break the gull's 
neck in order to straighten tho log 
line.

A guest room should not suggest to 
its occupant that she is expected to 
leavo as soon as may be. 
Half emp­ 
tied bureau drawers and closets with 
three or four pegs in use are equiva­ 
lent to a command that tho guest cub 
her visit short. 


The room should have a habitable 
air and should not suggest the mauso­ 
leum. 


If possible, have a lounge, or at 
least, a low, capacious armchair, fur­ 
nished with a cozy, usable cushion or 
two—not 
the heavily embroidered 
affair which plainly says, ‘‘Touch mo 
me not!” Then at the head of the 
lounge, or beside the chair, place a 
substantial table, ard on it scatter a 
few books, ranging from gravo to gay, 
*nd one or two late magazines or jour­ 
nals—not those dating six months 
back. 


Let the dressing table stand in a 
good light, and see that it is furnished 
with all the small toilet accessories, 
pins, hair pins, a whisk broom a hand 
mirror, a bottle of violet water, and 
all the trifles required by the fastidi­ 
ous woman. 


Next and perhaps most important 
of all, is the wash hand stand. 
Let 
tho toilet set be roomy and complete, 
and be sure to supply a capacious foot 
bath. 
Let thero be a generous pro­ 
vision of towels, generous both as to 
size and quantity, and do not fail to 
provide a Turkish bath mat, so that 
the guest may enjoy her morning tub* 
without a haunting fear of splashed 
rugs and mildewed carpets. 


A writing table or small desk is also 
indispensable to the comfort of thoso 
who tarry beneath your vine and iig 
tree.' Furnish it generously with sta­ 
tionery, with various kinds of pens, 
with a good big blotter, with a calen* 
dar, a paper cutter, and, last of all, an 
inkstand filled with good fresh, black 
ink—not tho stiffened paste usually 
found in the bottom of the spare room 
ink well.

Regulating the Water Supply 


and the use thereof in the 


Borough of New Oxford. 


Be it enacted and ordained by the Bur- 


gess and Town Council of the Boron o-h 
of New Oxford and it is, hereby, enacted 
and ordained by authority of the same 
that 


1. The water of the Borough Water 


Plant shall not be used by any person 
who shall not, first, have obtained a per- 
mit signed by the Chairman of the Water 
Committee, or some member of said Com- 
mittee duly authori/ed and appointed by 
him, nor for any other purpose than shall 
be specified in such permit. 


2. No attachment shall be made to the 


main pipe, or, detachment from it, ex- 
cept under the direction and control of 
the said Water Committee; nor shall any 
additional attachment be made to any 
consumer's service pipe for any purpose 
than that specified in the permit, until 
the same has been entered upon his or 
her permit. 


3. All water rents shall be paid quar- 


terly. Failure to pay the same within 
30 days after it is due may be regarded

by the AVater Committee as notice of a 
desire to discontinue the use of the 
water, and it may detach the branch, or 
at its option compel payment. 


4. Any member of the Water Com- 


mittee shall have the right, at all reason- 
able times, to enter the premises where 
water has been introduced, for any pur- 
pose connected with the use of the water 
and the interest of the said Borough. 


5. It shall be the duty of persons 


holding a permit to keep their pipes, hy- 
drants and faucets in good repair, so 
that the water may not be wasted. No 
consumer will be allowed to supply water 
to others except by permission of the 
Water Committee. If found so doing 
he or she will be liable to have tbe sup- 
ply stopped and the rent already paid 
forfeited. 


6. In sprinkling yards or gardens 


washing pavements or windows, each 
water taker must confine himself to his 
own premises. Hose larger than 1 inch 
will not be permitted, and sprinkling 
without a nozzle, or a larger opening 
than J-inch is forbidden. 


7. Water from the fire-plugs to be 


used only in case of fire and at no other 
time, without special authority from the 
Water Committee ; and if any person or 
persons shall open a fire-plug and draw 
water therefrom for any other purpose 
than that of extinguishing an existing 
fire, he or they shall be subject to a pen- 
alty of not less than $20 nor more than

Anti-toxine shortens the time need 
ed for the retention of the tube in the 
larynx in cases of croup and diph 
theria, according to Dr. Bokai, o 
Budapest. 
In 215 successful cases 
where he used a tube without anti 
toxine the average period of intuba 
tion was seventy-nine hours, while the 
average duration of forty-five success* 
ful cases with the anti-toxine was six- 
ty-one hours, being a reduction o: 
eighteen hours. 


‘Bagpipe Music Kills a Ilorse, 


The important question of whethei 
or not the bagpipes are musical instru 
ments has been settled in the negative 
by a Milwaukee jury. 
William Mat 
tham brought suit against the Wiscon 
sin Theatre Company for damages sus 
tained by his horse taking iright at £ 
procession headed by a Scottish pipei 
in full Highland costume, who wa! 
waking the echoes with “ The Camp 
bells Are Coming.” The sight caused 
the horse to real and plunge and final­ 
ly drop dead. 


Tho foreman of tho jury happened 
to be a German with decided opinions 
on tho question of music. 
The prose­ 
cution sought to show that the bagpipe 
was not a musical instrument. In this 
the foreman agreed. 
Ho held that il 
had no place in a Wagnerian sym­ 
phony, and was nothing but a “ doo- 
dle-sack.” 
In consequence of these 
views the jury returned the following 
unique verdict:

County, William Mattham vs. Wiscon* 
sin Theatre Company, ss.—We, the 
jury in the above entitled action, find; 


“ 1, That the doodle-sack is not a 
musical instrument. 


“ 2. That the said horse, being of a 
nervous temperament, was scared to 
death by an unearthly noise made by 
a friend with the aforesaid doodle- 
sack. 


“3. That tho plaintiff shall recover 
from the defendants for said horse the 
sum of §125.”—Chicago Times-Herald.

Fatal Accident.

Regulating the Water Supply 
and the use thereof in the 
Borough of New Oxford. 


Be it enacted and ordained by the Bur­ 
gess and Town Council of the Borough 
of New Oxford and it is, hereby, enacted 
and ordained by authority of the same, 
that 


1. The water of tho Borough Water 
Plant shall not be used by any person 
who shall not, first, have obtained a per­ 
mit signed by the Chairman of the Water 
Committee, or some member of said Com­ 
mittee duly authorized and appointed by 
him, nor for any other purpose than shafl 
be specified in such permit. 


2. No attachment shall be made to the 
main pipe, or, detachment from it, ex­ 
cept under the direction and control of 
the said Water Committee; nor shall any 
additional attachment be made to any 
consumer’s service pipe for any purpose 
than that specified in the permit, until 
the same has been entered upon his or 
her permit. 


3. All water rents shall be paid quar­ 
terly. 
Failure to pay the same within 
30 days after it is due majr be regarded 
by the Water Committee as notice of a 
desire to discontinue the use of the 
water, and it may detach the branch, or 
at its option compel payment. 


4. Any member of the Water Com 
mittee shall have the right, at all reason­ 
able times, to enter the premises where 
water has been introduced, for any pur­ 
pose connected with the use of the water 
and the interest of the said Borough. 


5. It shall be the duty of persons 
holding a permit to keep their pipes, hy­ 
drants and faucets in good repair,- so 
that the water may not be wasted. No 
consumer will be allowed to supply wrater 
to others except b}r permission of tho 
Water Committee. If found so doing, 
he or she will be liable to have the sup­ 
ply stopped and the rent already paid 
forfeited. 


C. In sprinkling yards or gardens, 
washing pavements or window’s, each 
water taker must confine himself to his 
own premises. Hose larger than 1 inch 
will not be permitted, and sprinkling 
without a nozzle, or a larger openiug 
than ¿-inch is forbidden. 


7. Water from the fire-plugs to bo 
used only in case of fire and at no other 
time, without special authority from the 
Water Committee; and if any person or 
persons shall open a fire-plug and draw 
water therefrom for any other purpose 
than that of extinguishing an existing 
fire, he or they shall be subject to a pen­ 
alty of not less than $20 nor more than 
$50. 


8. Any person wishing to discontinue 
the water, shall give notice ; thereof at 
least 10 days previous to the end of a 
quarter, otherwise rent will be charged 
for the ensuing three months. 


9. Any fraudulant misrepresentations 
in regard to the use of water, or any 
willful or negligent waste of the same 
shall be deemed a cause of forfeiture. 


10. Should the supply of water at any 
time be stopped for any cause, the Bor­ 
ough shall not be liable for damages. 


11. Any person who shall, without 
written permission, open communica­ 
tion with the water main, or other ser­ 
vice pipe, or turn the water on when 
turned off by the Borough, or open, ex­ 
cept in case of fire or injure any fire hy­ 
drant, or cause any contamination of the 
water supply, will, by law, be liable to 
fine and imprisonment. 


12. The Borough reserves the right to 
restrict the water supply generally or 
specially, as in its judgment may be 
found necessary. 


13. The box on the inside of the curb 
line and the stop-coek on the service 
pipe, in the box, shall bo under the exclu­ 
sive control of the Borough 


14. Any person violating any part of 
this Ordinance and haying their water 
supply cut off, by reason of tho same, 
shall not have it restored, except by 
special permit of the said Borough.

PENNSYLVANIA LEGISLATURE. 


Matters That Are Interesting the Law- 


makers at Harrlabnrg. 


HarrlBburg, April 8.—The Crothera 


anti-trust bill passed the house finally 
yesterday afternoon by a vote of 157 
to 4. Those voting In the negative 
•were Messrs. Bolles, Zehnder Woodruff 
and Boyer. Mr. Crothers' bill requir- 
ing the front and rear platforms «oi 
street railway cars to be Inclosed dur- 
ing the months of November, Decem- 
ber, January, February and March 
was amended to require the inclosure 
to be constructed of glass, and then 
laid aside for printing. The bill pro- 
hibiting the sale or gift of intoxicating 
liquors on Memorial Day was defeated 
by a vote of 96 to 70. 
•' In the senate the Walton bill pro- 
viding for the erection of a new state 
capltol on or near the old site, at a 
cost of $550,000, was passed finally. Th« 
Hamilton road bill was also passed, 
the vote being 41 to 6. 


The nomination of Nathan C. Schaef- 


fer as superintendent of public instruc- 
tion was confirmed by the senate. 


Harrisburg, April 13.—In the house 


yesterday Mr. McConnell, of Philadel- 
phia, presented a resolution, which was 
adopted, indorsing the efforts made by 
the labor'organizations throughout the 
state and country to establish a uni- 
form eight hour day system, and be- 
lieving that is would be beneficial to 
employer and employe alike, urgea 
upon every employe within the state the 
necessity of lending their aid to estab- 
lish this system by preparing to ac- 
cept its terms at as early a time as may 
be convenient.

armor plate to complete the battleships 
Alabama, Illinois and Wisconsin. There 
are two of the bills, one applying to 
each of the institutions. Senator Chan- 
dler says that it is contemplated that 
only the Bethlehem works shall be 
taken, unless in case of necessity, when 
the Carnegie institution should also 
be seized. The bills provide for the 
adjudication of any claims that may 
arise against the government out of 
the transaction by the court of claims, 
whose judgment in the case is to b« 
final.

M atters That Are Int oroRfclnflr til© Law- 
m akors at narrlKlmrsr. 


HarriBburff, April 8.—*The Crothera 
anti-trust bill passed the house finally 
yesterday afternoon by a vote of 157 
to 4. Those voting* in the negative 
weie Messrs. Bolles, Zehnder Woodruff 
and Boyer. Mr* Crothers* bill requir­ 
ing the front and rear platforms *ol 
street railway cars to be inclosed dur­ 
ing the months of November, Decem­ 
ber, January, February and March 
was amended to require the inclosure 
to be constructed of glass, and then 
laid aside for printing. The bill pro­ 
hibiting the sale or gift of intoxicating 
liquors on Memorial Day was defeated 
by a vote of 96 to 70. 


In the senate the Walton bill pro* 
viding for the erection of a new stat* 
capitol on or near the old site, at a 
cost of $550,000, was passed Anally. Th« 
Hamilton road bill was also passed, 
the vote being 41 to 6. 


The nomination of Nathan C. Schaef­ 
fer as superintendent of public instruc­ 
tion was confirmed by the senate. 


Harrisburg, April 13.—In the house 
yesterday Mr. McConnell, of Philadel­ 
phia, presented a resolution, which wai 
adopted, indorsing the efforts made by 
the labor organizations throughout the 
state and country to establish a uni­ 
form eight hour day system, and be­ 
lieving that is would be beneficial to 
employer and employe 
alike, urges 
upon every employe within the state the 
necessity of lending their aid to estab­ 
lish this system by preparing to ac­ 
cept its terms at as early a time as may 
be convenient. 


A new congressional apportionment 
bill was introduced by Mr. Wenk, of 
Forest. It is similar to that defeated 
two years ago. 


A concurrent resolution was adopted 
that the legislature attend in a body 
the unveiling of the Washington mon­

Senator Chan­ 
dler says that it is contemplated that 
only the Bethlehem works shall be 
taken, unless in case of necessity, when 
the Carnegie institution should also 
be seized. The bills provide for the 
adjudication of any claims that may 
arise against the government out of 
the transaction by the court of claims, 
whose judgment in the case is to b« 
final.

Statistics Sliowing the Extent of 
tlie Groat Floods. 


Washing-ton, Avril 
12.—A statement 
rolatlvi^ to the affricultural interests of 
the Kubmersed districts of the Missis- 
sippi valley aouth of Cairo, Ills., has 
I been iysucd by the department of agri- 
culture. It is based, upon a chart pre- 
• pared under the direction of the chief 
of the weather bureau, showlnpr 
the 
extent of the ilood on April 6. To this 
chart the department has applied the 
crop statistics of 18i)G as representing 
more closely than any other available 
data the acreage and value of the crops 
of 1897, now in jeopardy. The statistics 
of population, of the number of acreage 
of farms and farm implements 
are 
those of the census, and the statistics 
of live stock are the department's own 
figures for Jan. 1, 1S97.

about 15,800 aciuare miles, of

The counties wholly or partially sub- 
merged are anions the largest cotton 
producing 
counties 
in

United 
Btatos. Yazoo county, which' alone has 
produced over 50.000 bales in- a season, 
is one-half under water, while Boliver 
county, Coahomea, lasaquena, AA^'ash- 
Ington (with a productive oliracity of 
100,000 bales) and other farrfous coun- 
ties arc partially submerired.' 


The weather bureau prediqis a fur- 
ther extension of the flooded 'area, but 
no attemiit, of course, has be^n made 
to estimate the serious possibilities of 
such extension.

region coiUained in 1890, so far as can 
be deterniined in view of the some- 
what indoiinite boundary lines of the 
flood, a population of 379,685. of which 
l¿iG,4S9, or about one-half, was In Mis- 
sissippi, 100,235 in Arkansas, and the 
rc-inainder almost equally divided be- 
tween Missouri and Tennessee. Taking 
the entire region the colored population 
outnumbered the whites in the pro- 
portion of 12 to 7, the colored predom- 
inating in the flooded districts of Mis- 
sisippi in the ratio of more than 5 to 1, 
and In Arkansas in that of 2 to 1. In 
Missouri and Tennessee the popula- 
tion of the flooded districts is largely 
v/hite, in the former state in the pro- 
portion of 10 to 1. and in the latter in 
that of 2 to 1. 


The Hooded districts contain, it is es- 
timated, about 39,500 farms, of which 
about 18,500 are in Mississippi, nearly 
io.ooo in Arkansas, and a like number 
about- equally divided between 
Mis- 
souri and Tennessee. 
These farms con- 
tain a total acreage of about 3.800,000 
acres, one-half of which is in Missis- 
sippi and one-fourth In Arkansas, the 
proportions in Missouri and Tennessee 
being about the same, as In the cage 
of the number of farms. The 
total 
value of these farms, with their im- 
provements. farm Implements, etc., Is 
close upon $65.000,000. and here also the 
proportions in the different states are 
about the same as above noted. 


The total number of acres improved 
at the taking of the last census was 
about 2.000,000. and about 1.500.000 acres 
were last year devoted to cotton and 
corn, to which crops nearly 95 per cent 
of the entire acreage cultivated is de- 
voted. The live stock on hand Jan. 1 of 
tho present year was valued at over 
$7,500.000. divided in very much 
the 
same proportions as other farm prop- 
erty. It is estimated that of the crops 
of la.st year over $3,750.000 worth re- 
mained on hand in the submerged re- 
gion on the last of the month, cotton 
representing about two-thirds of this 
amount and corn practically all the 
remainder. 


The largest interests at stake so farare 
those of the state of Mississippi, whose 
flooded districts represent an invested 
capital In agriculture alone of close 
upon $42,000.000. Over 18,000 farms, con- 
taining 2.000,000 acres of land of an 
average value of about $18 an acre, are 
unaer water In the country lying be- 
tween the Mississippi and Yazoo rivers, 
including some of the most productive 
lands of the state. Their live stock, 
even at the 
present 
low 
prices, is 
worth nearly $3,500,000, and the farm- 
ers and planters are estimated to have 
about §2,000.000 worth of the crops of 
last year still on hand. 


Arkansas stands next in the extent 
of its imperiled interests, nearly 10.000 
farms, containing 1.500,000 acres of land 
worth over $14,OUO.OOO, being submerged. 
These farms contain Jive stock to the 
value of over $1,500,000, and crops un- 
sold and unconsumed to the value of 
nearly S'jUO.OOu, the entire agricultural 
I Interests of these lands rppresenting a 
value not far short of $17,000,000.

HOME MADE TOILET SOAP. 


The subscriber who requested a re- 
cipe for toilet soap will find the fol- 
lowing 
excellent: 
Boil 
together 
slowly, for one hour, two pounds of 
pure beef tallow, two of washing soda, 
one pound of s^lt and one ounce each 
of gum camphor, oil of bergamot and 
borax; stir it often; let it stand until 
cold, then warm it over, so that it will 
run easily, 
and turn into nroulds 
dipped in cold water. 
Like nil soaps, 
it improves with age. 


An oatmeal soap that softens the 
skin may be economically made from 
bits of castile and glycerine soap, if 
these are allowed to accumulate when 
they get too small for toilet purposes. 
Make a saturated solution of pulver* 
ized borax and cut into it all the bits 
of soap, boiling until thoy are dis- 
solved and the mixture as thick as 
cream; stir into the mass oatmeal 
enough to make a thick, but soft, 
paste, mingling with the meal a little 
sulphur and pulverized camphor, stir 
until it cools somewhat, but is still 
soft enough to pour into a mould or 
moulds.—New York Herald.

A CHAPTER ON DKIED APPTjES. 


These recipes for dried apples have 
been used by me, writes Mre. M. E. 
Sparkman, 
for years. 
Others may 
like them, as they are a good old 
standby for variety: 


Dried Apple Fritters—Beat three 
eggs, add a pint of milk, a fourth tea- 
spoonful of salt, a half 
teacup of 
stewed apples, half a teacup of sugar, 
flavor to taste, and flour to make still 
batter; drop a spoonful at a time in 
boiling lard, sprinkle with powdered 
sugar; serve hot. 


Dried Apple Float—Strain a quart 
of dried apples through a sieve, sweet- 
en and flavor with lemon. 
Boat tho 
whites of four eggs with one oTsu^ar; 
mix carefully with the strained ap 
pies. 
Grate nutmeg over the top. 


Dried Aj^ple Custard—Pat a quart 
of boiled custard in a bov/I; havn 
very cold. 
Strain a pint of stewed 
apple?, flavor with nutmei^ and sweet- 
en, pile on top of the custard. 


Dried Apple Pie—Take one quart 0£ 
apples stewed, add half cup of butter, 
a cup of sugar, and the beitea whites 
of four egg?. 
Flavor with uutmer. 
Line pie pans 
with oust, fill with 
apples and bake. 


Dried Apple Padding—Three cups 
of stewed apples with a cup au'i a half 
of brown sugar and the juice of one 
lemon; put in a pan and bake. Cover 
the top with the well-beaten whites of 
four eer2:3. 
Set in the oven and brown. 
Eat with sauce.

Dumplini?s—Mako 
dough as for biscuit, cut in pieces. 
I Take raw dried apples and wrap in 
_ the dough, drop in boiling water, and 
cook until the apples are done. 
Eit 
with sauce. 


Dried Apple Eolls—Mike a gooJ 
crust, roll half an inch thick, sprea I 
with stewed 
apples, sprinkle with 
sugar and cinnamon, cut in strips two 
inches wide, roll and pub in a pan ; 
put a teaspoonful of butter on each. 
Set in a moderate oven and bake. 
Serve with any good sauce. 


Dried Apple Cake No. 1—Sift one 
pint of flour with two teaspoonsful of 
baking powder. 
Cream one cup of 
butter and two of 6us?ar together, add 
four well-beaten eggs, the flour an I 
half a cup of milk. 
Flavor with va- 
nilla. 
Bake in jelly tins. 
For filling, 
mix one teacup of stewed and strained 
dried apples with a tablespoonful of 
butter, two beaten eggs, tho juice and 
grated rind of one lemou ; set on the 
stove 
and stir 
until 
thick 
aud 
smooth, 
add 
a cup of suciar, and 
stir three or four minutes. 
Set oft to 
cool; si^read between the layers oL 
cake. 


Dried Apple CakeNo. 2—One cuo 
of dried apples soaked over nicrht, 
then steamed until soft; put them into 
a cup of molasses and biramer slowly 
till well couked; when coal add ou ) 
egg, one-half cup of su-^ar, one-half 
cup of butter, one-half cup of milk, 
two and a half cups of flour, one tea- 
spoon soda, two of cream of trtrtur, 
and spice to taste.—Farm, Field and 
Fireside.

Regulating the Water 
Supply 
and the use thereof in the 
Borough of New Oxford. 


Be it enactcd and ordained by the Bur- 
gess and Town Council of the Borou^rh 
of New Oxford and it is, hereby, enacti-d 
and ordained by authority of the same, 
that 


1. The water of tho Borough "Wati'r 
Plant shall not bo used by any person 
who shall not, first, have obtained a per- 
mit signed b}'- the Chairman of the Water 
Committee, or some member of said Com- 
mittee duly authorized and appointed by 
him, uor for any other purpose thau shall 
be specified in such permit. 


2. No attachment shall be made to the 
main pipe, or, detachment from it, CA- 
cept under the direction and control of 
the said Water Committee; nor shall any 
additional attachment be made to any 
consumer's service pipe for any purpose 
than that specified in the permit, until 
the same has been entered upon liis or 
her permit. 


3. 
All water rents shall be paid quar- 
terly. 
Failure to pay the same within 
30 days after it is due ma}'* be regarded 
by the Water Committee as notice of a 
desire to discontinue the use of the 
water, and it may detach tho branch, or 
at its option compel payment. 


4. 
Any member of the Water Com 
mittee shall have the right, at all reason- 
able times, to enter the premises where 
water has been introduced, for any pur- 
pose connected with the use of the water 
and the interest of the said Borough. 


6. 
It shall be tho duty of persons 
holding a permit to keep their pipes, hy- 
drants and faucets in good repair,- so 
that the water may not bo wasted. 
No 
consumer will be allowed to supply water 
to others except b}^ permission of tho 
Water Committee. 
If found so doing, 
he or she will be liable to have the sup- 
ply stopped and the rent already paid 
forfeited. 


G. In sprinkling yards or gardens, 
washing pavements or windows, each 
water taker must confinc himself to iiis 
own premises. 
Hose larger than 1 inch 
Avill not be permitted, and sprinkling 
without a noz/Je, or a larger opening 
than ¿--inch is forbidden, 


7. 
Water from the iire-plugs to bo 
used only in case of fire and at no other 
time, without special autliority from the 
Water Committee; and if any person or 
persons shall open a fire-plug and draw 
water therefrom for any other purpose 
than that of extinguishing an existing 
fire, he or they shall bo subject to a pen- 
alty of not less than $20 nor more tljau 
$50. 


6. 
Any person wishing to discontinue 
tho water, shall give notice [thereof at 
least 10 days previous to the end of a 
quarter, otlierwise rent will bo charged 
for tho ensuing three months. 


9. 
Any fraudulant misrc])re8entations 
iu regard to the use of water, or any 
willful or negligent waste of the same 
shall bo deemed a cause of forfeiture. 


10. Should the supply of water at any 
time be stopped for any cause, the Bor- 
ough shall not be liable for damages. 


11. 
Any person who shall, without 
written permission, open communica- 
tion Avith the water main, or other ser- 
vice pipe, or turn tho water on when 
turned off by the Borough, or open, ex- 
cept in case of liro or injure any fire hy*- 
drant, or cause any contamination of the 
water supply, Avili, by law, be liable to 
fine and imprisonment. 


13. The Borough reserves the right to 
restrict tho water supply generally or 
specially, as in its judgment may be 
found necessary. 


13, Tho box on tho inside of the curb 
line and the stop-cock on the service 
pipe, in the box, shall bo under tho oxclu- 
sivo control of the Borouijh 


14. 
Any person violating any part of 
this Ordinance and having their water 
supply cut olf, by reason of tho same, 
shall not have it restored, except by

laid aside for printing. The bill pro- 
hibiting the sale or gift of intoxicating 
liquors on Memorial Day was defeated 
by a vote of 96 to 70. 


In the senate the Walton bill pro^ 
viding for the erection of a new statfl 
capítol on or near the old site, at a 
cost of $550,000, was passed Anally. Th6 
Hamilton road bill was also passed, 
the vote being 41 to 6. 


The nomination of Nathan C. Schaef- 
ier as superintendent of public instruc- 
tion was confirmed by the senate.
